Newark, K. J-. March 12 —Fifteen 


persons, the majority of whom were 
ehildreu, were burned to death in a 
tenement bouse at Morris and Four- 
teenth avenues, about 5 o'clock this 
morning 
Thirteen bodies were re- 


covered from the ruins within three 
hours after the flames had been ex- 
tinguished. 


The feeling was greatly intensified 


when it became known that the lire 
was of incendiary origin. There were 
at least twelve families in the place, 
sixty persons in all, of whom perhaps 
fifty were children, unable to take 
care of themselves. Tour men jumped 
from the front window and several 
were hurt saverely. 
Nearly every 


room in the 
house contained its 


victim. 
I-'ew were really burned to 


death.

Kelly-Kenny's Fight. 


Driefontoin, 
Orange Free State, 


March 12. — Broadwood's- cavalry, ad- 
vancing on B'oemfontein, unexpected- 
ly found the Boers in a strong posi- 
tion in the Driefontein kopjes on Sat- 
urday. General Kelly-Kenny's division 
arriving, severe fighting ensued. The 
Boers resisted stubbornly, but were 
driven from their position, leaving a 
number of dead and 40 prisoners. The 
British force is moving forward. Dur- 
ing the fighting, in which five regi- 
ments took part, with artillery, the 
Boers, -though forced from their cen- 
ter position, clung tenaciously to the 
cthor kopjes, shelling the British free- 
ly with three guns and two Tickers- 
Maxims. The British cavalry began to 
turn the Boers' flank, but night 
fell 


before the movement was completed. 
The Boors retired during the night.

Washington, March 32.—While' the 


«tate department has. not finally .ar- 
ranged with the French government 
for an extension of time allowed for 
the ratification of the pending French 
reciprocity treaty, it is said at the de- 
partment that there is no doubt that 
such an arrangement can be effected.
